PoiiTi.AND, Or., August 2 — About 
four o'clock this morning a dostruc- 
tivi! i'lro broke out in the rear of tlio 
funiituro OHtablishniout at the rctar of 
the Metropolitan Hotel, corner of 
Front and Salmon streets. The Fire 
Department of Vancouver, Oregon Ci- 
ty and Salcin, came down to help. 

Noon. — Tlio fire is fully under 
control; alnio.st twenty-three blocks 
aro in rnins. Tho fire originated iu or 
adjoining the furniture manufactory of 
Hargeru & Si)indlor, where neither fire 
uor light were used, and it was doubt- 
less the work of au incendiary. Every- 
thing on Front street, between Morri- 
son and Mill streets is gone, except 
Knott's rfisidiBtf<itdiQi);I?Qrt^ ptroeti.tan^ 
Thompson's hardware store, the Stow- 
brldge and Hawker buildings, adjoin- 
ing the St. Charles hotel, and tho 
hotel. The Mansard roof of the St. 
Chai'les liotel M-as badly burned, and 
the building and furniture damaged to 
the extent of 110,000; Walker,- of the 
sash and door factory lost about $8,- 
000, no insurance. The Oregon oil 
works were on fire five tinies. First 
street is burned from Yainliill to Col- 
umbia, except tlio rosidciico of P. Sar- 
baugh. The east side of Second street, 
from Yamhill to Jefferson, is all gone. 
But|ew casualties occurred. A Mr. 
Johnson had liis leg l-rolcen; some 
otbers.were slightly injured. 

A fire was started in the rear of the 
house at the corner of Third and Tay- 
lor streets, early in the morning, but 
it was extinguished, and the incendiary 
'caught. By a fortunate cluuico, E. A. 
Brown, an ex tolograiili opcrater linp- 
ponod to be in theolHco at tho Salcnu 
depot, at six o'clock, a. m., as tho e.x- 
prebs'tmu-was-about - tO-' depart lor 
Portland; he heard and answered the 
office, called the train, which he held 
back, and the Salem Fire Department 
was loaded on. The run of fifty-one 
miles was made in one hour and nine 
iniautes, including stoppages; engine 
No. 3; Calhcut engineer, making tiio 
run. To the Salem Fire Department 
is awardod tho credit of saving the St. 
Charles Hotel, and assisting material- 
ly in checking the northward ijrogress 
of the llanies. 

The steamer Oneonta made tho run 
from Vancouver to Portland, 18 miles, 
in one hour and fifteen minutes, bring- 
ing tlie firemen from that place. The 
Oregon City Deportment arrived about 
nine o'clock. 

Our ofliciont Fire Department did 
noble work, and everybody labored 
with a will to check ,.th3 destructive 
advance, and save the loss of property. 
The loss is severe now, and with an 
uufavorablo breeze, or witliout a most 
Huiierhuman exertions, little would 
have been left of Portland. The Icssiis 
cannot bo appro ximated at present.

PonTDAND, Ogn.,.'Vugn8t4. — ^The num- 
ber of hoiiKos dcstroyt'd by lire on Satur- 
day is cHtimatcd at 250 and this is buliev- 
ed to bo within bounds. Of those, threo 
wore saw mills, one grist mill, two iron 
foundries, one brass foundry, nine hotels, 
two engine houses, and 77 stores. With 
those wont fourlambor yards anda quar- 
of a mile of wharfage. Tho total vuliie 
of all property lost has ham estimnted nt 
ono and a (piarter million of dollars, and 
this will perhaps bo umler, rather than 
over. Tho insurance will scarcely exceed 
$200,000, a small sum considering tho 
enormous loss of )n'opcrty. Following 
is tho Insurauoo Co's loss: Imperial, 
S60, 000; Liverpool, London and Globo, 
§-il,800; Homo Mutual S-10,000. Union, 
^520,000; Fireman's Fund, i^lo.OOO Phauiix,

WIkiu seen, 
the smoke Avas ])oui'iiig from tius roof; but 
a'i 110 spark,'-' had blown in tiiat direction, 
if was apiiarent that tlin lire was the work 
of an incendiary. Itwasntiited that the 
man who had committed the outrage was 
deteotod coining out of tho building, and 
was lodgotlin tho goal by the jioHce.

Lowenstein received a rather nasty blow on 
head with a hook, which opeued his scalp 
a length of two inches; -nt' last accounts 
he was doing well.
